with their low wage rates,

He anid that it seemed pos- 
alble that the U.S. Army, in 
purchasing cotton for Japan 
and Germany, could confine such 
purchases to Jow-grade cotton, 

Comer expressed the _ belief 
.that Japanese cotton 
operations should be held at or 
near the present level with no 
new spindles added. He said the 
United States Commercial Com- 
pany should readjust its opera- 
tions to permit salves of Japan.

A’ camouflaged ‘lnndscape of 
furmhouses and. sheds on a 
mountain sido 120 miles from 
Tokyo hides the entrances to uo 
vast underground stronghold that 
was to be the final hideout of the’ 
war lords’ of Japan when — the 
invasion came, 

Underground excavations: cover 
an ares of 80,000 square yards, 
and tunnels extend for over six 
miles. It was probably ‘the moat 
olaborutg subterranean stronghold 
constructed during the war, To- 
day part of the halls and tunneis 
have been converted into a home 
for orphans 

Begun tf 1944, the task was 
almont completed, at the war's 
end, Sections were furnished like 
oa palace. There was one part set 
aside to house the Imperiat 
Fomjly. It was fitted out almost 
on the same scale as. the Imperial 
_ Household in Tokyo, 

The story of the construction 
lof this atrange mountain strong- 
‘hold gives sound evidence of the 
fact that after the fall of Saipan, 
in June 1044, Japnn’s wor lords 
yknew_that ‘they had lost the war. 
Colossal Programme 

After the fall of Salpan a 
colosval defence programme was 
started. Hundreds of thousands 
of solders and civillans were put 
to work converting the coastline 
of Japan into ai chain a 
fortresses. Armed with anythiny: 
that would dig carth or break 
rock, the vast army of workers 
toiled dny and night for over a 
year. Even children, ofd men and 
women were recruited and put ty 
work. When hostilities censed the 
constal landscapes of Japan were 
senrred and pitted with countless 
tunnels, trenches, un positions 
and redoubts, [¢ was during this 
Rroat excavation programing that 
the mountain stronghold was con:
